DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the oxidation layer 
formed on an entirety of both an interior surface and an exterior surface (claim 105) 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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3. Claims 96-104 and 106 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Boer (Pat. No. 4,010,759). 

Regarding claim 96, Boer discloses an implantable medical device comprising a 
device housing 102 having an interior surface and an exterior surface (inherent), and an 
oxidized layer of the interior surface forming an electrically insulative barrier (note col. 2, 
lines 48-53, col. 6, lines 49-57, etc.). One could also consider the epoxy case in 
combination with the titanium capsule 102 to constitute a device housing, with either 
side of element 102 constituting an interior surface with respect to the outer surface of 
the epoxy. 

Related comments apply to claim 97 wherein one can consider housing 102 to 
constitute a component case. 

The examiner wishes to point out that the independent claims in their present 
state are so extremely broad in scope that they would literally read on anything from a 
rusty bucket to the hull of the HMS Titanic. Stating in the preamble that the device is an 
implantable medical device will have no effect on limiting the claims in the absence of 
any structure in the body of the claim restricting the apparatus to a medical implant. 

The limitations of claims 98-100 and 103 are clearly shown. 

Regarding claim 101 , the examiner considers titanium oxide to inherently form 
when titanium oxidizes. 

Regarding claim 102, note col. 14, lines 23-34. 

Regarding claim 104, the examiner considers the exposed lid 120 to constitute 
an exterior surface of the component case with an oxidation layer formed on its entirety. 
A related comment applies to claim 106 with respect to the interior surface. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claim 105 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Boer. 

Regarding claim 105, exposure of the lid to the oxidation process prior to welding 
would inherently form a lid with an oxidation layer formed on an entirety of both the 
interior and exterior surfaces. In any event, the examiner stated in the previous Office 
Action that the various species relating to the location of the oxide layer were not 
considered patentably distinct with respect to one another. The applicant further has 
not placed any criticality in one arrangement over the other. Clearly the exact 
placement of the insulating barrier would have been considered a matter of obvious 
design with form following function and need dictating where the layer would provide the 
most protection.
